AN INGENIOUS SCHEME 


TO MAKE EASY MONEY.

They Worked it All Ways Until They Reached Louisville, Ky., Where the 
Deception Was Discovered by a Smart Dealer.

TRIO of clever crooks who recently 

put on the market an excellent imitation of 

a white diamond brings to mind the story of 

the two slick rogues who imitated cameos 

with sealing wax. Although they are now both dead, 

yet there are a great many persons—especially pawn- 

brokers—who will remember their little scheme. This 

is the first time, however, that all the facts in the 

swindle, from beginning to end, have ever appeared 
in print. 

During the month of January, 1876, the swindle was 
launched, Had the authorities been thoroughly 
familiar with the scheme they would probably have 
been powerless to stop it, and only the great publicity 
given the fake—almost one year after its inception—put 
the money making scheme out of business. 

Some months before the Centennial Exposition in 
Philadelphia opened, electro plating had been perfected. 
Of course, it was used for legitimate purposes, but a 
“sport” hailing from the West who was in New York 
at this time, and who possessed a limited knowledge of 
the jewelry business, saw a grand opportunity outside 
of strictly commercial lines where electro plating could

be used. He immediately put his idea into execution 
onasmall scale, and, taking a train for Providence, 
hk. I., he submitted a seal ring to the concern operating 
the electro plating works in that city for an estimate 
per gross to have such a ring plated. 

The ring was put through the process, and after 
much figuring he was told that in gross lots they could 
be turned out perfect for $144. That was one dollar per 
ring. Promising to give them a big order in afew 
weeks, he returned to New York to meet his “pal.” 
After a little talk, he took the plated ring off his finger, 
handed it to his partner, telling him to go into the 
nearest pawn shop and borrow “‘the limit.”’ 

His ‘pal’? soon returned with $15, saying that his 
“uncle” only wanted to advance $12, but had finally 
made it $15. This settled it with the inventor of the 
swindle. Slapping his partner on the back, he said: 

“Old boy. L will soon be a rich man, and you will 
have just as much of the ‘filthy’—if you will join me 
and save your coin.” 

The prime mover in this scheme was wel known to 
the sporting fraternity, both in the West and East as a 
confirmed faro fiend. His name was Jack, and his 
“pal’s” name was “Slim Jim,” also a well-known 
character. 

Between them they had money enough to buy a 
gross of rings. At this time cameo rings of all descrip- 
tions were the rage and commanded prices at retail of 
from $15 to $50. A size selling from $25 to $35 was 
agreed upon as the proper thing bv the pair as exactly 
suited to their scheme. The rings were bought, and in 
the place of a genuine cameo setting a combination of 
sealing wax and one or two other things was substi- 
tuted. After the mixture hardened and was polished it 
would have fooled any one. 

In those days pawnbrokers rarely ever filed a ring to 
apply the acid test. They would merely ‘‘touch up” 
the article that was handed them for aloan. These 
rings being plated by the electro process, stood the test, 
ondas the setting had the appearance of a genuine 
cameo, every one of the “three ball brigade” in New 
York was loaded up. Before leaving, however, they 
had one gross of rings engraved, bearing inscriptions 
such as ‘“‘From Father to Joe,’ “Kitty to Jim,” “Sam 
from his Mother,” etc. 

This bunch of rings was to be used for hotel bills, 
railroad fares and loans from every one from whom 
the swindlers could borrow. There were two colors to

, handle, one with a red setting, which Jack “peddled” 
| out, and “Slim’s” clothes were filled with white colored 
imitations. So, after Jack had made the rounds of all 
the loan merchants with his rings of red, “Slim” would 
follow suit with his white product. Once ina while 
but $10 could be gathered in, although the average was 
over $12. 

By the time they had finished with the pawnbrokers, 
the Centennial was in full swing. Many acquaintances 
were made and loans solicited. Here is where the 
engraved rings played their part. After a few drinks 
had been bought in any one saloon a few times, Jack 
would slip off a ring and tell the proprietor that he was 
expecting money from home and wanted to borrow a 
“ten spot” for a few days. He seldom failed to get it. 
“Slim’”’ would do the act in some other saloon or res- 
taurant. They always told their victims to wear the 
ring until they could redeem it. They had got rid of 
80 many around town that it was thought best to leave. 

Jack would take the first train, hand the conductor a 
ring, and tell him to wear it until he returned. “Slim” 
would follow on the next train and do the same act. 
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Chicago was reached in about two weeks, where the 
pair stopped a month. Late in the 
fall the two reached Louisville, and 
in the latter city the “‘snap’’ went to 
pieces. It was gross carelessness, 
too, that they were caught. It hap- 
pened that two brothers had loan 
establishments on the same street, 
some few blocks apart. Jack had 
gone down the line witb his red ones 
and “Slim’’ by mistake, went down 
the same street. 

It happened that as “Slim” struck 
the first brother’s shop, the other 
brother came in on some business, 
and when “Slim”’ tried to “‘soak”’ the 
white ring it created some surprise 
and he was asked where he got it. 

One of the brothers becamé sus- 
picious and gave the ring a severe 
test, which, of course, it would not 
stand. They immediately had 
“Slim” arrested for swindling. The 
trial came off next day, the prisoner 
being acquitted, as it had not been 
proven that the rings were offered as 
gold ones with a genuine cameo 
setting. The papers in every city in 
the country had their say in regard to this clever 
swindle, and, of course, it was useless to try doing any 
more business with the pawnbrokers. 

The pair figured that they would do business for 
about one year, or, until the fingers of their numerous 
victims became black, after the natural life of the 
plating had worn oft, and no doubt the complete circuit 
of the country would have been made, except for the 
blunder of “Slim.”

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PHILADELPHIA JACK O'BRIEN KNOCKED OUT 


Crossed by His 280-pound Sparring Partner 
in Pottsville, Pa. 


A genuine rough-house battle was put up at Potts- 
ville, Pa., June 4, between Philadelphia Jack O’Brien 
and his sparring partner, Klondyke Bob Nash. 
were to have sparred a friendly exhibition, but before 
they got through they were at it hammer and tongs, 
and when the debris was cleared away Philadelphia 
Jack made up most of the rubbish that had to be 
carried out.

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SIEGER AND SULLIVAN 
BATTLE IN BARROOM. 


Dave Sullivan and Charley Sieger have been 
spoiling for a fight for so long that they got 
rambunctious the other night and had it out in 
Tom Sharkey’s cafe.

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WHEN GOSS AND ALLEN FOUGHT. 

There is a great deal of difference in the fighting to- 
day and the fighting years ago, and for that reason the 
story of the Tom Allen-Joe Goss fight, which occurred 
on Sept. 7, 1876, may be of interest. 

The ring was picked across the river from Cincinnati 
in Kentucky. Jem Mace, then the best-known boxer 
in England, brought Joe Goss to this country with him 
and established him in Cincinnati. Allen had also come 
to this country from England some years before. It 
was decided to get them together in the ring and side 
bets of $2.000 were arranged. This was considered a 
large sum in those days. 

Eph Holland,a Cincinnati sporting man, was in 
charge of the affair and selected a site in Kenton 
County as the place for the ring. Arrangements had 
been made to have a special train carry the sports 
across the river. but this train was seized by a mob of 
toughs who refused to leave the train or pay their fare. 
Holland was equal to the occasion, however. He had 
the yardmaster attach an engine to the train and haul 
it down the road for several miles, Then in a lonely

CONFESSIONS OF AN 


—PLAYED THE WORLD OVER— 


OLD-TIME GAMBLER 


_——->-— 


Many Fortunes Made and Spent During His Exciting 
and Adventurous Career ot Forty Years. 


HOW HE MANAGED T0 MARK THE CARDS. 


-- 


He Has Retired Now With a Comfortable Litsie Fortune, But He Has Trimmed 
Many an Innocent Man in His Day.

FTER forty years of cheating at cards, 
during which time be has played in most of 
the cities of the world, made and lost a dozen 
fortunes, and out of the wreck saved enough 

to support in fine style a wife, three daughters and two 
sons at college, an old man of sixty years has retired; 
yet in his eager, alert mind there still dwells every 
secret known to the card shark. 

From Paris to London, from San Francisco to New 
York, from Canada to New Orleans, he has picked these 
up. Some he has invented himself. Never, until a 
short time ago, had he divulged one of them. The 
unwritten law among gamblers forbade it. Yet in a 
moment of enthusiasm he was persuaded to throw 
light on these dark secrets of the gaming house. From 
the lips of a men who has witnessed many tragedies of 
the green table it is interesting to learn how he ac- 
complished it, how he bas managed to escape the law, 
bow he could look upon card-sharking as a legitimate 
business. 

When you call on this retired gambler you hand your 
card to a neat boy in brass buttons in the hallway of 
one of the smartest and most expensive apartment 
houses that front on the west ride of Central Park, 
New York. You arr ushered into a reception room, 
where soft lamps glow under pink shades. The apart- 
ment is furnished in perfect taste. Here and there are 
odd and beautiful things from all over the world— 
things bought with other men’s money. A pair of 
tapestry portieres from Turkey hang In rich folds over 
the doorway leading from reception room wo library. 
In one corner a cabinet containing many kinds of 
curios, It is a Chinese affair in richest Teakwood, with 
dragons carved up either side and the head of a hideous 
god peering over its top. 

In anotber corner an Oriental divan, piled high with 
perfumed satin pillows, stretches itself under a silken 
tapestry caught with queer old scabbards. 

Here when the interviewer called sat the gambler, a 
fine looking old man with features like ivory—a nose 
strong, straight and full of power; blue eyes, keen and 
full of life, under gold-rimmed glasses; the white hair 
and mustache of a Kentucky colonel, the bearing of a 





and a few heavy seams down elther side of the straight 
nose of the man before you, the nervous light In his 
keen eyes and perhaps an extra tremor of the white, 
thin, nervous hands told of the life he bad led. Here 
are the methods by which he accomplished it, given in 
his own words, and in a manner of one explaining the 
science of star reading or telling of explorations In Cen- 
tral Africa, 

“The man who cheats at cards earns his money. 
The professional gambler must throw all sentiment to 
the wind when he embarks on his career. Friendship 
—why ‘friendship ceases’ the minute play is started. 
Honor, honesty, mercy—all go. You are out to win— 
to win, no matter bow. You can show no quarter. 
You may be sitting behind the best hand in the deck ; 
you may know what the other fellow has—something 
good that he will play to the limit. You know that if 
he bets his pile he is ruined. Do you let up on him? 
Oh, yes, after he has shoved over his last chip and 
can’t get credit for any more. No quarter! You have 
to do it. You may te willing to buy wine for the 
crowd afterward to the extent of a hundred spot, but 
you wouldn’t let that man keep five dollars in front of 
him, 

“Why isit? Simply because you are a gambler. Did 
you know that gamblers divide the human race into 
two divisions ? Mankind consists of gamblers and— 
‘producers.’ The ‘producer’ is the man who makes 
money by some other means than gambling. Some- 
times we call them ‘suckers.’ Some producers become 
gamblers, but until they have forsworn all other means 
of livelihood they are outsiders and cannot hope to 
learn the triks of the ‘profession.’ 

“T have been a gambler nearly all my life, and I will 
say now that the honest gambler has never been born. 
It is impossible for him to be honest. Times come 
when he does not cheat, but it is for lack of oppor- 
tunity. Gambling fs all chance to the honest man. We 
have to eliminate chance as far as possible if we are to 
make a livelihood out of it. 

“All successful gamblers make a business of it. Take 
my own case, I don’t drink—never was intoxicated in 
my life. I needed my wits with me. Moreover, Iam 

a specialist. Draw poker is my

dandy. In his hand he held a half-burned cigar and 
his manner was that of a man of the world. 

As the visitor entered the room a tall beautiful girl in 
gray swept out at another door. She was the gambler’s 
daughter, a Smith College graduate and a popular 
belle. Nowhere was the atmosphere of the card table 
present—and yet all of this was bought with money 
passed over the green cloth. It gave one what could 
be described as nothing more nor less than a “Jekyll 
and Hyde” feeling. Nothing but a few nervous lines

made up my mind that if I mastered 


wo 


‘Z * poker I must devote my attention to 


that game and no other. . If I had 
devoted the attention, the brains and 
the energy to some other calling I 
might have been a millionaire. But 
I have done fairly well. 

“Let me tell you what work it in- 
volved, Of course, I had to learn to 
play the game. That sounds easy 
when boys pick it up In a few nights. 
I learned more than th value of 
flushes, full houses and fours, I 
learned when to lay down a good 
hand, when to biuff, when to play 
my hand pat when a pair of deuces 
would have beaten it. I studied men. 
I knew the meaning of the slightest 
twitch of an eyebrow, no matter 
how imperturbable my opponent 
was, I learned the value of lightning 
decision. I had to make up my 
mind to raise or lay down when the 
slightest hesitation meant going out 
and hunting up a man to stake me 
to enough to buy chips for another 
game. I had to be bold enough to 
cheat when the slightest fumble 
would have meant exposure and 
disgrace—for [ played in ‘a gentle- 
men’s game,’ 

“There is no such thing asa gentle- 
men’s game unless you know the 
history of every man at the table— 
and even then it isn’t. For nearly 
forty years I have played. I have 
belonged to some swell cluba, Of 
course T have cheated. I could not 
have won enough to pay my dues 
regularly if | had not. I did not win 
allthe time. That would not have 
been wise. But I lost to the right men. They were 
not confederates, for I had none. ButI lost to them, 
and when complaints were made by those whose 
money I had won the others came to the front and 
mentioned my losses to them. 

“T wore good clothes, had a good address, and no one 
suspected that I was a gambler and acheat. I did not 
make the mistake of playing all the time at one club. 
One night a week was enough ateach. Often my busi- 
ness compelled me to leave town. On these little trips

“That is tie principal secret of my success—marked 


for marking 








cards. I knew how to do it, and practically all my life 
as & gambier I bave played with decks so marked that 
I could read the backs of the cards as well as others 
could read the faces. There are few packs which can- 
not be fixed in this style by a little time and patience on 
the part of an expert. Of course it ts possible to buy 
‘brace’ decks where the marking is done in the print 
ing. Thousands of this sort are sold where the de- 
nomination end suit of each card is delicately traced on 
the back so skillfully that the keenest eye cannot de- 
tect it unless the combination is divulged. 

“But I preferred to mark my own cards. I saw to it 
that they were used at the clubs where I played. If I 
coald not hoodwink the steward I found out where he 
bought his cards. There was always some way to work 
it, especially as I enjoyed confidential relations with 
certain persons In the trade. Of course the others were 
at my mercy. They might as well ‘have spread their 
hands down on the table face up. I knew what every 
man held. When I dealt I could decide who should 
take the pot. But I did not often resort to crooked 
dealing. It was too hazardous. I could wait until lock 
came my way. A man can bet pretty freely when he 
has a small full house and knows the best hand out 
against him is an ace-bigh flush. Sut that ien’t all of 
it. Suppose a man opens a big jack-pot on a pair of 
jacks and doesn’t better his hand on the draw. How 
easy it is for me to stand pat on a pair of trays and 
bluff him out of the pot. 

“There are all sorta of ways to mark cards. The 
simplest is the best. To the casual observer there 
must be no difference between the cards. Take this 
pack. Do you see anything wrong about the backs ? 
Look closely. No? Certainly you would not, if you 
saw them only in shuffling and dealing amid the ex- 
citement of the game. They are marked, and I can 
tell you the denomination and suit as fast as I can deal 
them. This is the ace of spades; this the king of clubs; 
eight of spades, and so on, 

“All quite remarkable until you get the key, and then 
it is so plain that you feel like kicking yourself. With 
this pack there is a border in the form of a wall of 
Troy, with white dots in the centre of each open square. 
Starting with the upper right band corner the dot in 
the first space represents an ace, the next to the lefta 
ting, queen, Jack, ten and so on down to deuce. Mark 
out the dot with ink of the same color as the back- 
ground of the card. If the dot is missing in the ace 


| square the card is an ace, and so on along the line. For 


the suits start on the upper right side. The dot miss 
ing from the square below the ace means spades, next 
diamonds, clubs and hearts. Do the same with the 
corner diagonally opcosite, and you have the cards 
marked so tbe signs will show when the cards are 
reversed. 

“So minute are these symbols that they appear acci- 
dental. In a ‘gentlemen’s game’ they pass unnoticed. 
In fact, no one but the card sharp could detect them 
even after his suspicions had been aroused. 

“Yetaman earns his money playing with marked 
cards. It is frightfulstrain. In the first place, you 
must learn the combination so thoroughly that you 
don’t have to stop to think. Your eyes must be on 
every card that falls if another man is dealing, and as 
soon as it falls. Some men hoid their cards too closely 
to permit the backs to be read. Then you must remem- 
ber what each man received in order to Judge bis draw. 
If he holds up four diamonds you must take note 
whether he gets a diamond on the draw. If bis four 
cards are two pairs you have to beon the lookout to see 
whether he fills his hand. And you must see every- 
thing without apparently paying more attention to the 
cards of the others than anybody else around the table, 

“A professional gambler scents marked cards as 
quickly asa diamond expert detects flaws in a stone. 
His faculties are trained that way. It may take bim 
some time to grasp the key to the cheat, but he in- 
stantly grasps the idea that crooked work is afoot. 

“An amateur poker player, no matter how expert, 
hasn’t the slightest chance against a professional. 
There are too many tricks in the game. The profes- 
sional knows enough of these to make it a sure thing, 
while his opponent is floundering hopelessly in the 
mazes of chance.”

After thirteen minutes of fast work the 
local man pressed Sharkey’s shoulders to the mat 
fairly and squarely, and was proclaimed winner of the 
first bout. 

The second bout was taken by Sharkey in twenty- 
four minutes. 


Catch-ascatch-can rules governed the 





bout, and Selva was no match for the ex-sailor. 

As he had gained his fall in the quicker time, Selva 
chose the rules to govern the third bout. He selected 
Greco-Roman. It was not long before Sharkey got in 
a tight place, and to save losing the match he used his 
legs In breaking ahold. He was immediately warned 
by the referee, but a minute or two later he again 
fouled. Another warning was then in order, bot Tom 
couldn’t resist the temptation to use his legs whenever 
he looked as good as down, and finally the referee 
called a halt and gave Selva the decision.

Kid McCoy Quits the Ring and Tommy Ryan says “Me, Too”’---Root and 
Gardiner in Buffalo---Was McGovern Afraid of Attell?

E don’t hear much about Jim Cor- 
bett and Jim Jefiries doing any very ener- 
getic training for the big champlonship 
fight, which is scheduled to occur tn San 

Francisco on August 15. Both men are on the spot, so 
to speak, but there seems to be a lack of determination 
on the part of both to buckle down to the rigorous 
line of preparation which is so essential to being in 
perfect condition on the eventful day. Commenting 
upon this fact a well-known fistic writer says that no 
stronger indication of the change in training methods 
followed to-day and those pursued a few years ago can 
be found than in the actions of these big pugilists. 
When Corbett fought Sullivan in 1892, both gladiators 
went into their quarters months in advance. Now, 
with a fight little leas than two months away, serious 
preparations have not even commenced. 

When Corbett met Fitzsimmons at Carson City the 
pair settled in Nevada weeks before the fight and re- 
sumed a course of training started sometime before. 
They did not commence work quite so far ahead of the 
battle as did Sullivan and Corbett, however, in their 
fight of five years before. Now, after an interval of 
six years, the training period has been still further 
reduced. 

That the conditioning of men is a much higher 
science than it was a dozen years ago is certain. It is 
probable that Jeffries and Corbett can get into good 
shape in time for their battle of August 15th—probably 
as good shape as will be required. But sporting men 
with real interest in the game would like to hear more 
reports of serious work from San Francisco, and fewer 
accounts of just what Corbett did in So-and-So’s bar 
annex, or what Jeffries ate in that popular restaurant. 

Corbett, to be sure, has appeared in a theatre with 
Yank Kenny and has shown how he can punch his 
sparring partner. But that need not necessarily indi- 
cate good condition. A few more details about how he 
can stand road work would be received with more in- 
terest by those appreciating boxing as a science. 

Corbett has been indulging in perfunctory training 
on the road. When he appeared in the different cities 
he was a constant visitor at the local gymnasiums, and 
was willing to spar with any person so desiring. In 
New York he did the same thing. 

In no city, however, did he show sufficient good form 
to indicate that he was in more than ordinarily good 
condition—and this sort of condition can easily be 
turned into softness by a few days around the ’Frisco 
bars and restaurants. 

While there is no particular indication that Corbett 





fight in which O’Brien was decisively worsted. The 
two were to have met in a four-round exhibition, but 
Nash evidently had a grievance, for he waded tn and was 
soon wiping the floor with the Philadelphia fighter. It 
was the first time that Nash had ever shown any fight- 
ing ability. 

One minute after the men had shaken hands at the 
beginning of the bout, Nash landed a terrific swing on 
O’Brien’s jaw, and the Quaker went to the floor. 
As soon as he got to his feet, O’Brien went in and 
handled his sparring partner roughly. Nash returned 
the blows and with his great strength was able to push 
O’Brien all over the ring. Nash again found his way 
to Jack's Jaw with the force of a sledge-hammer, and 
he went down again. He was up again in an instant, 
and tried to get at his opponent. He was landing one 
after another on Nash’s stomach, when the heavy- 
weight again brought his ponderous fist In connection 
with O’Brien’s Jaw and brought the bout to a close. 

After the last round O’Brien walked to the front of 
the stage and said to the audience: “TI tried to give you 
an exhibition of the manly art, but Mr. Nash took ad- 
vantage of me.”’ 

Wouldn’t such an excuse, coming from the man 
who claims to be the middle and heavyweight cham- 
pion of England, make you laugh. 


Coincident with Tommy Ryan’s announce- 
ment that he has retired from the ring we may expect 
another challenge from “Philadelphia Jack” O’Brien 
to fight for the middleweight championship. O’Brien 
always knows just when to issue his challenges—and 
also when to renige!

It was all very well for Joe Gans to de- 
feat Wilhe Fitzgerald. Nobody believed the result 
would be different, but neither Gansor his manager, 
Herford, exhibited much executive ability in allowing 
the victory to appear such a consummately easy one. 
By so doing it is obvious that the champion will have 
some trouble in getting Jimmy Britt, the lightweight 
champion of California, to fight him. Britt had in- 
tended to fight Gans for the title of lightweight cham- 
pion, but when he saw the colored fighter hit Fitzgerald 
when and where he pleased all through the fight and 
finally put him to sleep he evidently changed his mind. 
Now Britt demands that the weight be 133 pounds, 
weigh in at the ringside.

Malachy Hogan, the Chicago sporting authority, 
however, believes that the former Syracusan has re- 
sponded to the call of the gong for the last time. The 
other day bis columns in the Chicago Record-Herald 
contained the following: 

“Tommy Ryan, the middleweight champion, is out of 
form, and to all appearances is a sick man. He weighs 
less than 140 pounds, and for several weeks has been 
at @ sanitarium in Michigan. He is now headed for 
Calitornia, where he is going in the hope that he will 
improve.” 

Some of Ryan’s friends think his fighting days are 
over. Although it has been known for some time 
that Ryan’s digestive organs were troubling him, I 
would hardly want to make a prediction that he is en- 
tirely out of the fighting game. Ryan is apt to show 
up with a match at some unexpected time, 

Tommy may be below a healthy weight and he may 
be a sick man, but Tommy is not old and has plenty of 
time to recover his form. He is only about thirty- 
four years old and he will be nearly forty before he 
throws down the mitts for the last time. 

The middleweight champion may not run up against 
any Walcotts, O’Briens or Gardiners. but his friends 
have a strong suspicion that he will feel like taking a 
wallop at a “mark” or two before he 1s many 
months older.

Every lover of good boxing should begin 
making arrangements for a pilgrimage to Buflalo, 
N. Y., on July 4; for the match between George Gardi- 
ner and Jack Root, which Jack Herman has just ar- 
ranged totake place on that day, promises to be the 
biggest thing in the fighting line that the East has seen 
inmanyaday.

It is not generally known that Root is an Austrian 
| with such an unpronounceable name that to facilitate 
acquaintance with the public it was deemed advisable 
to select the cognomen by which he is now known. 
Root is essentially a short distance fighter. His game 
is six-round fighting. In his entire career as a fighter 
he has fought only four buttles that have gone over 
seven rounds, One of these was a twenty-round draw 
with Australian Jimmy Ryan. One was a fight with 
Carter in San Francisco, in which Root won on a foul 
in the fifteenth round, and one was a battle in which 
he was whipped by George Gardiner. He knocked out 
Byers in the ninth round. All of the other fights in 
which he has indulged have been short, many of them 
resulting in a knockout in a round or two. He 
knocked out Creedon ina round. Billy Stift lasted two 
rounds. Dick O’Brien stayed three. 

Root has long been anxious to square accounts with 
Gardiner for the beating the latter gave him, and the 
pair are matched again to fight a long distance battle 
under the direction of Jack Herman, at the Inter- 
national Athletic Club, at Fort Erie, Ont. In their last 
fight Gardiner pounded Root in the body until the Chi- 
cagoan’s vitality was all gone. The knockout blow 
landed with such force that Root could not be revived 
| for along time, and the report went out that he had 
been killed. 

But it takes more than a beating to dispose of a good, 
well-trained fighter.
